Deputy Surrenders 


Alice, Tex., July 29—(&)—W. H. 
"Bill' Mason, 51, veteran newspaper 
and radio man, was killed today on 
a street of this south Texas town. 


Deputy Sheriff Sam Smithwick, 
about 60, surrendered following the 
shooting. 
Mason, program director 
of Alice radio station KBKI, yester- 
day referred to the deputy in a 
broadcast as owner of a building 
which houses a dime-a-dance pal- 
ace. 
' One bullet from a .45 caliber rev- 
olver cut through Mason, near the 
heart, as he climbed from his auto- 
mobile in an industrial section of 
Alice. 
He had gone to the ware- 
house district on radio business. 


As thei killer left the scene in an 
automobile, the dying Mason crawl- 
ed 50 yards for help, inching his way 
to the front porch of the Alice Pipe 
and Supply company. 


The bullet was fire at 10:50 a.m. 
and Mason, who had worked on 
newspapers from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, died in a hospital 30 min- 
utes later. 


Sheriff H. P. Sain of Wells county 
filed a charge of murder against 
Smithwick. He said Smithwick had 
made no statement but was confined 
in jail. 


"I understand the shooting was 
the result of an argument,". said 
Sain. He said he "guessed" Smith- 
wick would be released on bond.

Waynesburg's rain day has be- 
come a tradition. It's rained every 
July 29 for the past 72 years with 
only five exceptions: 1880, 1930, 1937,

This year his wager is 
with Vince Johnson, a Pittsburgh 
(Post-Gazette) newspaper column- 
ist. 


With a fine scorn for tradition, 
Johnson stood on Main street and 
pitched several forkfuls of hay.

Polio Hits 42 
In New York City; 
'Will Get Worse' 


New York, July 29—i7P>—Forty- 
two new cases of infantile paralysis 
were reported in New York City to- 
day. Dr. Harry S. Mustard, health 
commissioner, said the "mild epid- 
emic" probably will grow worse.

152 persons now are hospitalized 
with the disease, the largest number 
since 1944.
